The natives of (he frigid zone know, 
loo, how to set effeclive traps for deer, 
wolves aud other animals without thu 
aid of wood or w hile men's implements. 
A deer trap, for Inst unco, is made hy 
digging a holo in the deep snow and 
covering it wilh snow blocks hold in 
position by resting upon each other. 
For bail little lines of salted water aro 
led to the center of Iho covering of tho 
pit, aud following up one of these tho 
unsuspecting animal falls In am! bo- 
comes nn easy prcj to the hunter. 

A wolf-trap is niutie by coiling into 
as small a space as possible slender 
strips of whalebone about a foot in 
lenglh, and lying than wilh thread 
made from sinew. Kach coll Is then 
Imbedded in a ..mall chunk of moat 
and thrown upon tho snow, where it is 
auhscijucuUy found by the wolf and 
bolted without chewing. In a little 
Wliile the frozen meat thaws, the sinew 
Is wot and slips Iho loosely mads knot*, 
Iho whalebone straightens and pierces 
tho stomach and intestines, aud Iho 
animal die* in torture. In winter tho 
northern native knows how to find tho 
"blow-hole" in the ieo fields, whero a 
•enl comes up to got a fresh supply of 
air for hi* lungs. This "blow-hole" is 
very different In reality from that 
which Is usually pictured in tho illus- 
trated stories of Arctic travol. 

(ienornlly they aro represented as 
Irregular openings in the ice from two 
lo six feet in diameter. Tho fact is, 
Olio unfamiliar wilh Iho habits and 
hniinl* of these marine mammals would 
pass directly over a blow-holo in winter 
or spring and not see it, as it is not 
usually nioro than from half an inch to 
an inch in diameter at the surfneo of 
the ico. Tho native sc-.l-huntors aro 
greatly assisted in IheSo searches by 
their dogs, whose keen uosea scont tho 
odor of flfitl meat ami guide their mas- 
ters to plates on tho right and left of 
tho linn of search that would othcrwisn 
havo escaped the notice of even theso 
kcoii-eyetl hunters. When found, tho 
location is marked for future refor- 
ouco, ami at sjomu sutneipiont time, 
when meat is scarce in the sno.v-hut 
that shelters tho hunter's household, 
ho ropolr*, with snow knife and spear, 
to olio of Iho placos previously marked, 
anil, buildinj- a shelteror break-wind of 
snow-blocks, sits down to await tho re- 
turn of tho seal. Somolimes theso 
vigils are prolonged not for hours only, 
but fur days, at a silling. 

In the spring, when the seal comes 
out upon thn icu to bask and doze in tho 
warm sunlight, tho hunter upproaohes 
him by lying down ami advancing 
cniilfciusly, at tho same' timo imitating 
tho motions of u seal, keoping his foot 
and legs, which ho crosses at tlto 
ankle, close together, so that they much 

rcsemblo tho liind-ipl.irters of a seal. 
Indeed, w hen at a distance, I havo fro- 
queutly found it dlQloult to toll which 
wn* the seal and which the man. It is 
the early training of the northern 
savages that has taught them to do oil 
this skillfully.— Ootmopolitan.

ilow Home Nurserymen Work tin* Their 
Worthleaa Ktock. 

The tree ngent Is the outgrowth of 
tho nursery business before public 
means of coinmiinicat ion were a* abund- 
ant as now ami whim tanner* know 
much less obool trees ami fruits and 
the mode of procuring them direct from 
tho nursery. Then, if honest, ami ac- 
quainted wilh fruit culture, ho did 
good, being a sort of hou.sc-to-hoiiso 
missionary for propagating a sort of 
gospel which was slow to he dissem- 
inated. Now wo don't need him. En- 
terprising fruit growers and tree plant- 
ers take the papers, read the articles 
and the advertisements and are also 
generally well supplied wilh catalogue*. 
- They know (vaguely, at least.) who 

stand well a* nurserymen, and have 

but to consult the catalogue* to be ablo 
to order intelligently. It is much belter 
than lo order of an agent after keeping 
him over night, or listening to his us- 
tonltblng sloqnenae for several hours 
when you arc in a hurry ami after one 
has engaged in bewildering admiration 
of the preserved specimens which ho 
always carries in magnifying jars. The 
nurseryman generally feels it not en- 
tirely safu to swindle a man intelligent 
enough to send him a written order 
w ith the cash in advance. He wants to 
sell him a bill another year, while the 
peddler rarely operates twice in tho 
same neighborhood- He praters fresh 
fields and pastures new. 

But how is it that tree agents con- 
tinue to ply a trade- which stands in 
such had odor? We tail lo nuticW that 
many numerics take the pains to adver- 
tise that "thll house ha* no agents," 
while, on the contrary, there are occa- 
sional advertisements ofTering great in- 
ducements to Meets to . all and buy.

it is his bii-iuc-s to sell, not neeessrtrify 
to cheat somebody, but to sell to some- 
body who waul* il.

But even that 
amounts to litllo to the agent. 

It is nut important to him that evtry 
bundle bu truthfully labeled— in fai t it 
is more hnpol taut sometimes, particu- 
larly when popular varieties run low- 
that thn label lie untruthful. Uo wisbei 
lo sell also in accordanco with llu 
showy pictures and tho alcoholic spi 
men* which he carries, and so he label* 
lu suit himself. Hi* tield is in tho re 
cesses of the rural districts or with any- 
body whose gullibility inakeshiin.au 
easy prey. 

One feels pity for the victims at 
times, and then again be doesn't. They 
aro all generally very enterprising or 
very well-read people. They dislike to 
hear too much said oil Improved farm 
ing, and especially to be criticised for 
not taking ngriltiltural papers. They 
are apt to think that hens can catch 
. nii ul. - that no thunder showers oc- 
cur ou moonlight nights because the 
moon scatters the clouds, and that the 
"hollow horn" and "wolf on the tail" 
are veritable cattle diseases. Some- 
time*, then, a purchu.su of Iho oily- 
tongued tree agent does them good, a* 
ft awakens thought and curbs deceit. 
On the whole, we think, the use of the 
tree agent is mainly in this directlou.-

To* Probable Canea of Many Myatar.oaa 
Outbreak* of Iiifectluus Dlaeaae. 

Another note of domestic nlarm is 
sounded hy a correspondent of a medi- 
cal journal who bids 01 lake note of the 
fact that disease and death lurk in tho 
very pillows and bolsters upon which 
wo lay our head* at night. It is oasy 
to talk of dow n and feathers; but. us a 
fact, if Ihey woro cut open Uiesu article* 
would bo often found to bo more or loss 
stuffed with Ihe most heterogeneous 
materials. Pillows, bolsters and beds 
havo been examined and found to con- 
tain |K)i'tlonsof ttltliv coarse black serge, 
apparently parls of soldiers' old coat- 
sleeves, pieces of dirty, greasy silk 
drosses, old worsted braid from tho 
border* of women's gowns, soiled 
linen rags, and colored calico, and 
oven nuts unit walnut shells, and pieces 
of crinolilio wire. The bedding in this 
case was bought new, we are assured, 
a fow year* ago of an expensive and 
respectable upholsterer. Moreover, a 
woman who was employed to do tho 
unpicking work of the trade informed 
the lady of ike household that the prac- 
tice of -lulling bedding with dirty rub- 
bish and rags was very goner. il, and 
that few bed* or bolster* contain only 
the material of which (hey aro supposed 
to consist: This is very terrible, and 
the worst of it is that it is only tho last, 
for tho present, of a long list of kin- 
dred discoveries which of lato havo 
l«)werfully contributed to givo ironical 
foreo to tho question: "Is lifo worth 
living?" Fortunately, in this case, the 
remedy involves nothing more difficult 
than ripping a seam or two and stitch- 
ing them up again as soon as wo have 
ocular proolof Iho contents. Bedding, 
as all good h msuwirus know, ought to 
bo opened periodic lily, so that its con- 
tents may bo hoaton with sticks. In 
France bed-cleansing in this fashion is 
followed as a regular trade. It is more 
than probable that thu neglect of such 
sanitary precautions is, a* the corre- 
spondent suggests, the cause of many 
of the mysterious outbreaks of iufoc- 
llous disease In schools and faniUic*.—

The Legislature is wrestling with 
tho railroad question. It la a pity 
that this agitation will never cease. 
If there is any good in railroad legis- 
lation, it ought to accrue to the pco 
plo of tho State under the operations 
of tho Inter-Stale Commerce law 
Nearly everything that Kentucky 
produces finds a market beyond the 
limits of tho State, over which tho 
Iuter-State Commission hassupervis 
ion, and everything that is consumed 
which the people do not produce is 
brought from beyond the limits of 
tho State, over which, in like manner 
the Iuter-State Commission has con- 
trol. It Is absurd lo discuss tho bus- 
iness of the railroads of Koutucky 
from a purely Stato standpoint. The 
inter-change of business between 
Kentucky and olhar Slates is the 
major pai l of the business which (he 
railroads of the State carry. The ag 
itatiou concerning the rates on coal 
is uucalled for. 

It is very easy lo understand what 
the people want, at least so far as ap- 
plies to this section, and they do not 
want a bureau of Commissioners at 
an expouso of eight or nino thousand 
dollars per annum to the State, 
which has no conception of ils duty 
beyond a desire to produce friction 
between the people and the railroads. 

The less of this friction Ihere is the 
bettor ' will the people fare, for the 
railroads will certainly protect them 
selves from loss under all circum 
stances. The interference of Leglsla 
lures aud commissions arc altogether 
useless, from tho fuel that railroad 
business, liko every other, Is regula- 
ted by the laws of trade and competi- 
tion, and their workings are only 
hindered by such interference. There 
can be no reason for this Interference 
The passegcr fares charged by the 
railroads of Kentucky arc as low as 
those charged by railroads In any 
other Stale save New York, and the 
rates of freight will compare favora- 
bly with tho rates in other Slates. In 
Illinois there ia a commission which 
rules tho railroads, and yet the rale 
per ton per mile charged on freight 
by the Louiavillo and Nashville or 
the Chesapeake and Ohio is less than 

the rate collected in VUfoU i ■ 
jij;....'- ,„...«/. lj*t us have doue 

with this cry against our railroads. 
Tho business men of the State do not 
encourage it ; It comes simply from 
demagogues and ofllco-huntcrs, who 
hope lo ride intootlice on this clamor 
by misleading the masses, who, hav- 
ing no direct business intercourse 
with the railroads, are led to believe 
that the railroads are oppressing tho 
people.

The Secretary if the United States 
Treasury haa sout lo the Lower 
lb. tite of Congress an estimate of the 
amount It will tako to defray the ox 
penscs of observations of the total 
eclipso of the sun, which will be visi 
ble on iho Pacific Coast January 1st 
next, placing the amouut necessary 
at 18,000.

THE ATTENTION 

OF OUR COUNOIL CALLED TO 
SOME MATTERS OF NO LIT- 
TLE IMPORTANCE. 

In Article III, and Sec. 13, of the 
City's Charter where lt sieaksofthe 
power vested in the Council we find 
they have the right. "To establish, 
support, and reyulate policemen, 
night watches, patrols, and prescribe 
their duties and compensation." 

Now if every ono Interested in this 
all Important reform will carefully 
read the above, which notonly plain- 
ly states that our Council have the 
power to reyulate but to prtioribe 
the tlutiea of our police, it will be ad- 
mitted that such regulation never 
was worse needed than at the present 
time. When a Councilman is elected 
by the votes of the people, he is chos- 
en because a majority of the voters 
think ho is better qualified to look af- 
ter tho city's needs than any other 
citUen ofl'sred for election, and when 
he enters upon his duties It Is expect- 
ed of him that he will do all In his 
power to carry into execution the 
acts that are needed for the proper 
government of the city. In the es- 
pecial case of our police aystem, we 
arc const rained to believe that there 
Is not one single Councilman who 
will admit that he has done hit bttt 
to regulate ami prescribe the. duties 
of our police. Should he so admit he 
can but say that he approves of two 
policemeu going together, and of a 
system that prescribes no time for an 
officer to go on or off of duly ; that 
permits them to go anywhere In the 
clly they may see fit; to sit down to- 
gether «.ud converse on the weather, 
etc. ; not to have any particular por- 
tion of lite city to look after ; to wear 
pai tuniform and parlcitUon'eclothes ; 
to use a cane to walk willi Instead of 
carrylngabilly insightas all properly 
equipped officers do ; and to meet all 
trains and never require a hackiraii 
or loafer to stand out of tlie-way. We 
bllsh these few facts iu comparison 
•ka »~-i>... ■rMMi, ofother cities, 
to show that our city Is i>|.re..i., M . 
system that would probably have 
answered the purpose tlfly years ago, 
but is not at all serviceable to the 
proper protection of the city or to tho 
enforcement of the law. Our Council 
by acquainting themselves with the 
police system ofother cities so suc- 
cessfully o|icrated, could readily see 
where improvements could be made 
in ours. It is the duty ofourCouncll 
to look after this Important feature 
of city government, which is suscep- 
tible of so much improvement, for the 
people who elocted them except it ( 
and besides it is nothing but just to 
the people who pay tho taxes, to car- 
ry out their wishes. 

(icncral Ordinances, Chap. XVIII' 
rtcc. 3 says: "In addition to their 
other duties under the general laws 
uf the land the Policemen of the city 
shall faithfully execute every ordi- 
nance and direction ofthc city Coun- 
cil ; enforce order, and quite through- 
out the city bath day and night, ar 
rest all offenders against the peace 
and good order of the city, and pre 
sent them for trial before the Judge 
of the llopkinavllle City Court; ar- 
rest all suspected or suspicious per 
sons w ho may lie found prowling 
about the city at unreasonable hours 
of the night; visit all places and 
houses of business licensed by Ihe 
city, and arrqat and present for trial 
before Hie Hopkinsyille City Court, 
any and every person found violating 
therein any law, or ordinance of the 
city. * * * * It shall also be 
their duty to enter any and all rooms 
iu the city In which they may sus- 
pect or hare Information that gamb- 
ling of auy kind is being carried on, 
and arrest all persons found engaged 
in keeping such houses or engaged In 
gaming therein ; and all other per 
sons who may be present, and pre- 
sent them for trial before the City 
Court. The refusal of any pcraon or 
persons to admit any policeman Into 
any such house tenement or premises 
iu the discharge of auy of hia duties 
under thia section, without good 
cause for such refusal, shall subjoct 
the offender, ou conviction, to a flno 
of not less than twenty-five dollars, 
nor more thau one hundred dollars." 

Wo publish the above ordinance 
because it is one in which the law- 
abiding citizous are deeply Interested, 
and one to which attention has been 
recently directed by the Nxw Kra in 
calling attention to a gambling room 
kept by boys belonging to llopklna* 
vill's best families. Can any of our 
citizeus point us to a slnglo instance 
where a raid has been made upon 
gamblers either white or colored by 
otirpollce fora long time, and yet our 
Council can not deuy the fact that 
such rooms have beou operated from 
time to time for many years past. 

There is no half way ground be- 
tween right aud wrong, aud we hou- 
eslly believe thero are young men in 
our city who have drifted into this 
dangerous habit of gambling, that 
could havo boon checked, had our 
policemen been as watchful and as- 
sorted their authority as the above 
ordinance requires them to do. We 
ask our Council what is the use of 
passing an ordinauco uulosa it la en- 
forced, and If the citizeus of Hop- 
kinsville do not look to them for their 
rigid enforcement ? What we say aro 
facts, and the Council should notonly 
give this matter prompt aud proper 
consideration, but should co-operate 
with Ihe Kentuckian in seeing that 
the ordinances aro enforced. 

There la one point that receives a 
great deals of tress, and that la we 
expect three policemen to be every- 
where at the same time, and that more 
police aro needed. The first thlug 
to bedone is for the three we now 
havo to do their belt, then if we And 
moro aro needed they can be put on, 
but as longas our Council permit two 



will require juit twice as many as aro 
necessary to answer the purpose and 

cover a given territory. 

Wo hopo for an Improvement, and 
we know every person In the oily, 
who feels an interest In her welfare 
awaits the ssmo.
